Manila, 
July 6.—In 
a 
desperate 
fight near 
Patian, on Jolo 
Island, 
Jikiri, the famous Moro outlaw chief, 
was killed and his entire band ex­ 
terminated by detachments of regu­ 
lars and constabulary under Captain 
George L. Byram of the Sixth United 
States cavalry, operating in conjunc­ 
tion with a naval flotilla of the mos­ 
quito fleet under Lieutenant Com­ 
mander Signor. 
The American loss 
was one private killed and three offi­ 
cers and twenty enlisted men and one 
sailor wounded. 
Private O’Connell of Troop A, Sixth 
cavalry, w'as 
the 
one 
man killed 
among the Americans and the officers 
wounded are Lieutenants Kennedy, 
Miller and Arthur H. Wilson of the 
Sixth cavalry. 
Captain Byram’s cavalry, with a few 
scouts and constabulary and a de­ 
tachment of sailors under Lieutenant 
Commander Signor, located and at­ 
tacked the outlaws in the mountains 
not far from the coast. 
The Moros 
fled and took refuge in a large cave. 
The column of troops and sailors sur 
rounded the place, but Jikiri refused 
to surrender. A concerted attack was 
made, the Moros fighting desperately 
In the mouth of a cave until the last 
member of the band was dead. 
As yet few details of the fight have 
been 
received 
here. 
The division, 
headquarters of the army here ac­ 
count for the large number of wound 
ed among the troops on the theory 
that the cave wa3 mined and that 
some of the Americans were wound 
ed by the explosion. 
In his brief report Captain Byram 
warmly commended Lieutenant Mil­ 
ler for bravery and gallantry in ac­ 
tion. 
Captain Byram gave no details 
as to the condition of the wounded. 
Jikiri was one of the most famous 
outlaws remaining 
in the islands. 
Ever since the American occupation 
he has fought the whites and has led 
raid after raid, in which numerous 
Americans and many friendly natives 
were killed. 
Detachments of troops 
have pursued him time .and again, but 
he always managed to elude them, 
only to commit further murders where 
least expected. 
Orders were finally

for

him, 
which, 
after 
many 
months, has resulted in his death and 
the extermination of his band

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BREAKS UP IN DISTURBANCE 


Indignation Meeting Held by Indian 
Residents of London. 
London, 
July 
6.—An 
indignation 
meeting held by the Indian residents 
to protest against the murder of Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Sir William H. Cur- 
zon Wyllie by 
an 
Indian 
student, 
Madarlal Dhinagri, broke up in a se­ 
rious disturbance. When a resolution 
was offered expressing sorrow at tho 
crime, an Indian student objected. 
Immediately there was an uproar. 
Chairs were thrown and sticks w’ere 
used freely. 
The dissenting student 
was severely beaten and was res­ 
cued by the police with the greatest 
difficulty. 
The 
disturbance 
contin 
ued for a considerable time, and when 
quiet was restored the resolution was 
adopted. 
Dhinagri’s younger b roiler made a 
statement, repudiating his brother and 
expressing horror at the murder. 


Chicago, July 6.—Tho Record-Her* 
ald summaries of the three-day coun 
trywide celebration show that 4G peo­ 
ple were killed and 1,575 were injured. 
Deaths 
due 
to 
tetanus 
numbered 
eighteen. The fire loss was $446,500. 
More rigid laws and the growth of 
public sentiment for a sane celebra 
tion of the Fourth have had their re­ 
sult all over the country in reducing 
the number of killed and wounded in 
the annual holiday. 
Full returns of the celebration this 
year show a falling off in the number 
of killed from the record of 1908. 
Although 
minor 
injuries 
by the 
score marked the celebration in the 
Twin Cities, the fact that there were 
co fatal and few serious accidents 
would seem to indicate an exercise of 
precaution due to the countrywide 
agitation of the sane celebration prin­ 
ciple. 
Cleveland, O., probably made the 
best record of any city of its size in 
the country in the fight against the 
noise and perils of the day. 
While 
there were ten persons killed and 
sixty-two injured during the one-day 
celebration in 1908, the festivity in 
1909 wras passed without a single 
death or injury serious enough to re­ 
quire the attention of a physician. 
This was due to the fact that the 
firing and even the sale of fireworks 
or crackers was forbidden within the 
city limits. 
Milwaukee, another leader in the 
sane Fourth movement, reported only 
22 persons injured during the two 
days this year, as against I killed and 
67 injured in 1908 
Washington, D. C.. escaped this year 
without an accident, where 41 persons 
were seriously injured in the previous 
year, 
and 
Los Angeles, Cal., 
and 
Providence, R. I., cut in half the list 
of victims of the day by the enforce­ 
ment of their laws.

Norwich, Conn., July 6.—President 
Taft was the 
chief figure in the 
celebration of the 250th anniversary 
of this historic old New England town. 
In an address to the people, after a 
fine military parade and civic display, 
the president, finding a theme in the 
church influence in the foundation of 
Norwich, took occasion to express his 
views on the liberty of religious be­ 
lief. 
He pleaded that every man should 
be allowed to worship God In his own 
way.

"We have passed beyond that now,’’ 
said the president, "and are coming 
more and more to realize the right of 
the individual to worship God as he 
may choose.” 
The president’s 
address, befitting 
the occasion, was largely historical in 
character. 
The day was replete with historic 
Incidents. 
An oj,)eiL air pageant dur­ 


ing the morning 'depicted 'scenes lead­ 
ing down from the wars between the 
Mohegan and Narragansett tribes of 
Indians, through the purchase of the 
site of Norwichtown from Uncas, to 
revolutionary days, the welcome to 
Washington, the return of the sol­ 
diers from the Civil war, the dawn of 
peace, the present day and the hopes 
of the future. 
The pageant, held on a grassy plot 
surrounded by giant trees, was a pre­ 
tentious undertaking. 
Several hun­ 
dred persons took part in the tab­ 
leaux, the Indian dances, the battle 
between the tribes, the capture of 
Mlantonomoh by Uncas, the death of 
the former, and the portrayal of the 
maroh of historic events. The fight 
between the Indians was carried out 
with great fidelity and while the presi­ 
dent looked on tho mock Uncas sup­ 
posedly cut from the shoulder of the 
dead enemy a piece of flesh and ate 
It with every evidence of delight.

PARACHUTE FAILS TO OPEN 


Aeronaut Meets Death Before a Big 
Crowd. 
Portland, 
Me., July 6.—Mistaking 
the promiscuous firing of revolvers by 
the crowd below as a signal for the 
climax of his aerial act, James Cor­ 
coran, an aeronaut, twenty-eight years 
old, of Lowell, Mass., cut loose with 
his parachute when but a few hun­ 
dred feet from the earth at the Fourth 
of July 
celebration here 
and was 
dashed to the ground, meeting almost 
instant death at the feet of 5,000 hor­ 
rified spectators. 
Corcoran was employed by Profes­ 
sor Joseph Laroux of this city, with 
whom the municipal authorities con­ 
tracted for balloon ascensions and 
parachute jumps at the Eastern prom­ 
enade. 
Three parachutes were at­ 
tached to the hot air balloon for a 
triple jump by the aeronaut. 
It was 
arranged that Corcoran should drop 
with his parachutes when he heard a 
certain number of revolver shots from 
Laroux on the ground, after the bal­ 
loon had reached a height of approxi­ 
mately 5,000 feet. 
Corcoran had barely left the ground 
before promiscuous firing of revolvers 
began, but Laroux called out to him 
to keep on up. About a few hundred 
feet it is hard for an aeronaut to judge 
correctly his 
exact 
height 
as 
he 
swings on the bar, and so when Cor­ 
coran heard a second fusillade it is 
believed he was certain the signal had 
come for him to cut loose in the par­ 
achute, for he was seen to drop from 
the balloon, although he was barely 
500 feet in the air. 
The distance was too short for the 
parachute to open properly and the 
man dropped like a plummet, striking 
the ground 
about 1,000 
feet from 
where the ascension was made. 
He was still alive when picked up, 
but unconscious. 
It was found that 
he had sustained a fracture of the 
skull and other injuries, and he soon 
died.

fishery exhibit at the Alaska-Yukon 
exposition In Seattle, Wash., has been 
designed to call attention to tile riches 
of the great northwest territory in the 
products of the sea. It should appear, 
indeed, that Alaska is a paradise not 
only for the big game hunter, but for 
the fisherman. 
By those who have eaten it the 
Alaskan candlefish is said to be in­ 
comparably the most delicious of fish. 
The candles begin running in Alaskan 
waters about March and swarm into 
the river and estuaries by the mil­ 
lions for several weeks. The sole, so 
highly esteemed in England, is found 
at its best in the waters of the Alas­ 
kan coast and, strange to say, has no 
correspondent on the Atlantic side of 
this continent. Alaskan cod has prov­ 
ed a revelation to the epicure, being 
far superior to the Newfoundland cod. 
The color of the salted fish when 
cooked is a bright golden yellow. 
Halibut are taken In great number? 
In deep water off the coast of Alaska, 
these fish often weighing 500 pounds 
each. The Indian natives are adepts 
at catching halibut and use hooks of 
their own manufacture made of bone 
or of wood and iron, which are said 
to be far more efficient than any shop 
rig. White fishermen who have tried 
them will use no other, for a Asb 
which once has bitten seldom gets 
away. 
Sturgeon also exist in great 
numbers as well as anchovies, had 
dock, flounder, tomeod and w hiting or 
kingfish. There is a fish caught in salt 
water alongshore where weeds aud 
kelp grow wnich is the counterpart In 
color and structure of the black bass 
of eastern inland fresh waters and af­ 
fords equally good sport for the troll­ 
ing spoon. 
The richness of marine life along the 
coast of Alaska has called forth the 
wonder of veteran scientists of the 
fisheries bureau. 
In the coves at low 
tide starfish of many patterns pave the 
bottom like cobblestones—starfish of 
five, eight, ten, eighteen and twenty- 
two fingers or points and of bright 
crimson, pink, dark red, yellow, drab 
and gray hues. 
All of the crabs and 
prawns left by the ebb climb and skip 
over their motionless bodies, seldom 
provoking them to stir the least bit 
out of position. 
On all the piles of 
the wharfs and wherever there are 
sunken logs qr trees anemones of pink 
and purest white grow in clusters. 
Then there are many kinds of hideous 
octopus, cuttlefish and inkflsh.

The inland fisherman in Alaska has 
a plentiful variety, among which are 
the salmon and sea trout, the lake 
trout, two sorts of stream trout, pike, 
sturgeon, perch, eels and a very su­ 
perior 
whitefish. 
Of salmon 
alone 
there are five distinct species, all dif­ 
fering very materially from those of 
the Atlantic coast. 
The quinnat, or 
king salmon, is a good deal heavier 
than his Atlantic congener and in the 
rivers of western Alaska averages 50 
pounds, while individuals often run 
up to IOO pounds. 
Dr. Tarletcn H. Bean of the Smith­ 
sonian Institution, who has devoted 
many years to the study of fish and 
fishing grounds of Alaska, enumerates 
135 species, 108 of which live in the 
sea and 27 permanently or temporarily 
in fresh water.—New York Sun,

FIRE FIGHTERS1 AID 


Timber Cruisers Plan Wireless 
Telegraph System. 


STEP TO SAVE TH E FORESTS. 


Signal 
Method 
Expected 
to 
Make 
Standing Timber Leat For Centuries. 
Proposed to Teach Forest Rangers 
Wireless Coda to Quickly Locate 
Fire and Summon Help. 


Wireless telegraphy as a means of 
giving alarm In the event of fire Is the 
plan advocated by timber cruisers in 
Spokane, Wash., to protect the forests 
in Washington. Idaho. Montana, Ne­ 
vada. California and British Columbia, 
which contain approximately 700,000,- 
000 acres of standing timber. 
Experi­ 
enced cruisers in Spokane believe this 
is the solution of a problem of scien­ 
tific fire fighting, which costs lumber 
companies and the United States for­ 
est service hundreds of thousands of 
dollars every year, in addition to the 
enormous expense involved in con­ 
structing and maintaining telephone 
and telegraph lines by the government. 
The plan outlined by R. H. Arm­ 
strong, an expert operator, Is to estab­ 
lish a system of wireless signal boxes 
and teach the forest rangers the code, 
so that at the first alarm they can lo­ 
cate the fire and summon assistance 
before the flames gain much headway. 
This would eliminate the danger of 
cutting off communication by fires de­ 
stroying the poles and trees falling 
across wires. 
Probably the most im­ 
portant thing is the saving of life. 
Every year since 1870 an average of 
fifty persons have been burned to death 
in the United States In forest fires, 
,making a total of nearly 2,000 lives 
sacrificed to flames which might have 
been prevented. 
Armstrong maintains that the chief 
reason for the big conflagrations is 
after a small fire is discovered a long 
time elapses‘before the alarm can be 
sounded and aid summoned to fight 
th© flames. Many of the large lumber 
concerns of the Pacific northwest have 
considered using telephone lines for 
connecting camps of forest rangers, 
but this was given up for the reason 
that the fires would burn the poles or 
the wind would blow them down so 
often that they would be useless most 
of the time. 
Then, too, it was found 
that in many timber tracts the coun­ 
try Is so rugged and the standing tim­ 


ber so heavy if would be almost im­ 
possible to stretch a telephone line. 
However, the forest service has built 
hundreds of miles of telephone lines 
and cut trails through the big govern­ 
ment forests in Idaho, W ashington 
Montana and 
other western 
states 
where it also maintains patrols. These 
were found of good use during the 
fires in 1907 and 1908, but large areas 
were burned over as the result of the 
fires gaining great headway before 
they could be located by range riders. 
One thousand acres of virgin timber 
In western Washington were destroyed 
last year, when the season was a com­ 
paratively light one for fire losses, and 
the losses in eastern Oregon, northern 
Idaho, western Montana, northeastern 
Washington. California and southeast­ 
ern British Columbia were also heavy. 
This enormous loss of property and 
sometimes the lives of homesteaders 
can be prevented to a large extent, it 
is believed, by the employment of the 
wireless telegraph for reporting fires 
as soon as they start and calling for 
assistance from all sides. 
There are 
more than 550,000.000 
acres of standing timber in Washing­ 
ton, Idaho, Oregon, California, Nevada 
and Montana and about 150,000,000 
acres in British Columbia. 
Of the 
timber lauds in the six western states 
about 440,000,000 acres are owned by 
private corporations and individuals, 
who maintain expensive organizations 
to protect them. 
The problem of forest protection is 
one of vital interest to the western 
lumbermen, as well as those who are 
only Indirectly connected with the In­ 
dustry. 
The chief payroll of the Pa­ 
cific and northwestern states comes 
from lumbering, as is evidenced by the 
fact that $75,000,000 is paid in wages 
annually In the mills, yards and camps 
in Washington, which give employ­ 
ment to from 175,000 to 190,000 men, 
while the lumber concerns in Oregon, 
Idaho, Montana and California pay as 
much more. 
Experienced 
lumbermen 
say 
that 
more timber is destroyed annually by 
fires than is cut and add if some ade­ 
quate protection could be devised the 
standing timber in 
the 
northwest 
would last for centuries. 
Most of the big tracts .are situated 
far from the centers of population, and 
communication between these distant 
points, except along railroads, cannot 
be had quickly, owing to tho rugged­ 
ness of the country. Many forest own­ 
ers believe the subtsitution of the 
wireless telegraph will be the means 
of averting at least part of the heavy 
losses that follow in the flames started 
through carelessness and neglect every 
summer.

6.—Stanley 
Ketchel of Michigan is still the world's 
middleweight champion. In a despef* 
ate. gruelling battle, during which the 
champion was constantly on thfe ag­ 
gressive, he was awarded 
flfeci&ffm 
over Billy Papke of mingle at the end 
of the tw entieth roiwi'flD-the scheduled 
number. 
Ketchel blalmed. to have 
broken his right hand In the sixth 
round and this asertion subsequently 
was verified. His left thum b also was 
dislocated.. The deelsion of the ref­ 
eree was greeted with a mixture of 
cheers and hoots. 
Feferee Roche after the contest 
made the folowing statem ent: 
“Ketchel was the aggressor at all 
times. 
Furthermore he landed the 
cleaner 
and 
harder 
punches 
and 
scored the only knockdown—in the 
tenth round—although nearly every­ 
body seems to think th at Papke had 
slipped to the floor. 
There is abso­ 
lutely no question but Ketchel earned 
a clear cut decision.” 
As to the fight itself the “Assassin,” 
as Ketchel has been christened by 
ring followers, bade fair literally to 
live up to this name. 
He forced the 
fighting from the tap of the initial 
gong and with the exception of the 
third enjoyed a clear lead in the first 
half of the battle. 
In th e eleventh 
Ketchel landed time and tim e again 
with ponderous lefts and try as he 
would he could not find a vital place. 
Both men were bleeding freely at this 
stage of the battle, Papke in particu­ 
lar spouting blood from his mouth and 
nose until the center of the ring re­ 
sembled a shambles. 
The feature of the fight was the 
extreme viciousness with which both 
men fought and the apparent hatred 
that lurked behind every punch. 
When seen in his dressing room 
Ketchel gave out this statem ent: 
“I broke my right hand in the sixth 
round and later on—In the eighth 
round, I believe—I dislocated my left 
thumb. But for these mishaps I would 
have made short work of Papke. 
I 
could not hit effectively when the op­ 
portunity came and particularly in 
the tenth round. 
I will be only too 
glad to give Papke another chance." 
Ed Papke, brother and manager of 
the defeated man, minced no words In 
showing hi3 displeasure over the de­ 
cision^ He said that Papke should 
have been given a draw. The defeat­ 
ed pugilist said he would fight Ketchel 
at any time. 
Willus B ritt said that 
unless Ketchel’s hand improved the 
champion would not be able to fight 
Jim Flynn in Los Angeles on July 
14, next.

YOUNG OARSMAN 
DROWNED 


ehell Capsizes During a Champion­ 
ship Regatta. 
Boston, July 6.—An accident and a 
fatality attended a championship re­ 
gatta of the New England Amateur 
Rowing association. 
Edward Morley, 
an eighteen-year-old boy, rowing No. 
3 in the St. Alphonsus eight-oared 
junior crew of Roxbury, Mass., was 
drowned while clinging to a tow rope 
to which he had been helped by two 
boat mates after their shell had cap­ 
sized. 
Meanwhile the five other boat 
crews which had been contesting in 
the junior eight-oared race, the last 
event of the regatta, were struggling 
in tne water, two otners swamping be­ 
fore reaching the line, and three oth­ 
ers after reaching It.

LAW AGAIN IS UNDER FIRE 


Protests Made Against Enforcement 
of Pure Food Statute. 
Washington, July 6.—The rigid en­ 
forcement of the pure food law was 
again under fire today at the general 
hearing of the protests against some 
of its provisions held before the na­ 
tional board of food and drug inspec­ 
tion of the department of agriculture. 
The subject of the hearing was the 
use of soda, potash, ammonia, alum 
and other chemicals in food and the 
effect of the use of such ingredients 
on the health of the consumer. 
The board granted hearings to the 
representatives of manufacturers, who 
contended that the use of small quan­ 
tities of chemicals is needed to In­ 
sure the preservation of food in proper 
condition and that such use is not 
detrim ental to health.
